They 
had not thrown away their blankets or any of their kit. 
When a Japanese soldier falls from heat prostration every 
irucle of his equipment is on his back, and usually he dies or 


is constitutionally injured for life as a result, 

It must not be supposed that the army and the Legations 
had nothing else to do but to search for fine vases, The 
Generals and the Ministers were too busy to pay much atten- 
tion to looting, except the kind which was done by an order, 
aus in the case of the Britis! Minister. The fighting in Pekin 
was not over with the relief of the Legations; and the task, 
whose culmination may mean partition and a war among the 
Powers, was only beginning. Here was one of the largest 
cities of the world to be put in order.

‘This 
paper says that Sheng made about two million 
taels (a million and a half dollars) protit on 
purchases of war material which he ordered 
for his government during the war with Japan, 
Li Hung Chang, it was stated, became so furi- 
ous about this outrage of Sheng that he forgot 
his dignity and made a personal attack on the 


latter. Sheng was soon afterward removed 
from his Taotai-ship, but his great friend, the 
Empress Dowager of China, was so interested 
in his welfare that she intrusted to him the 
Directoiship of the Chinese Railroads through 


out the Celestial Empire. What Sheng has 
done iu this capacity is known to the whole 
world, Siuee 1895 the question of building 


tailroads in China has been under discussion 
Vast plans have been adopted in Northern 
Southern and Central China Sheng always 
looked out for his own interest and played a 
double game. On many sides it is stated that 
he sold his country DY giving the railroad 
concessions over to foreign syndicates, the 
very act which brought about the question 
of “Spheres of Influence.’ 

But there is also a decidedly patriotic side to 
Sheng’s nature. He was always a clear 
sighted mandarin, and had an eye to the in 
terest of his country and his Empress. Be 
fore the Chinese Japanese war foreigners 
were not allowed to erect industrial estab 
lishments or to import machinery into China 
But Sheng made arrangements with American 
“pi nners, and, in company with Li Hung 
Chang, built a great Chinese cotton mill al 
Shanghai, with over 50,000 spindles, the 
management of which he left in the hands of 
an American, 

Sheng is Director-General and founder of the 
great Imperial Chinese Telegraph Administra 
uon, Which company since 1883 has strung a 
vast net of wires from the coast to all the 
proviuces and the dependencies of Thibet,
